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chool Budget 


The Andover School Committee finished 
its figure-trimming Tuesday night, and 
appeared satisfied with an $11,382,036 
budget for school year 1978-79. 

The total represents an 8.8 percent in- 
crease over the current year’s budget of 
$10.4 million, but is a good deal less than 
what they started with a few months ago. 

The town’s voters will get their crack at 
the budget at Town Meeting later this 
month. Meanwhile, however, the Finance 
Committee is expected to look favorably 
upon the latest cuts. 

FinCom had asked the schoolmen to 
take another look at salaries and they did 
just that Tuesday night, lopping another 
$180,000 off administrative requests. 

The final salary total of $9,020,000, 
however, does include about $70,000 for 
new positions such as a mechanic’s helper, 
summer help, a bid specification writer, a 
purchasing coordinator, home tutor, two 
health aides, a truck driver and a typist 
for the pupil personnel administrator’s of- 
fice. 

The administration asked to return, 
however, with some possible trade-offs 
within the salary account. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said he would 
like to look at custodial overtime, for in- 
stance, as a means of getting funds for 
some of his other priorities. He had hoped 
to gain two health teachers, two home 
economics teachers and an English 
teacher. 

Meanwhile, the system should gain at 
least two-and-a-half positions through at- 
trition. 

The new salary figure also is expected to 
leave enough leeway for negotiations 
currently in various stages with aides, ad- 
ministrators and secretaries. The 
teachers settled last spring on a six per- 
cent across-the-board increase for next 
year, with a $1000 limit. That limit has no 
bearing, however on step and track in- 
creases. 

Tuesday night’s discussion of bid 
specification writers renewed the com-

A Jewish Passover Seder will be held at 
the Unitarian-Universalist Church of An- 
dover on the evening of Friday, April 21.

Group Seeks To Eliminate 


Barriers For Handicapped 


There are more than 400,000 books in 
Memorial Hall library, but Mark Walker 
can’t read one of them. Not without help, 
that is. 

His problem isn’t one of intellect, 
eyesight or interest. He simply can’t get 
into the building. And he won’t be able to 
unless somebody invents a wheelchair that 
can climb stairs — six in front and 11 in 
back, to be exact. 


A vigorous 25-year-old who drives his 
own car, plays several sports and has an 
associate’s degree in radio broadcasting, 
Mark is just like anybody else except that 
he has Spina Bifida, a strange-sounding 
birth defect that’s only one of hundreds of 
physical disabilities defined in library 
books. Those defect affect more than 800 
Andover residents, young and old, who 
also find themselves excluded from many 
activities and facilities throughout the 
town due to architectural barriers. 


What are architectural barriers? 
Generally speaking, they are-the 
aggravations: and frustrations that a 
modern society metes out to handicapped 
persons: narrow doorways, steps, curbs, 
uneven sidewalks, revolving doors, flights 
of stairs, inaccessible rest rooms, in- 
convenient parking spaces, untouchable 


public telephones and unreachable water | 


prevent Mark Walker from entering the 
town hall or attendiug a town meeting, and 
sometimes literally force him ‘‘into the 
street’? when he goes shopping. 

‘Tf I want to go from the Andover Spa to 
Barcelo’s, for example,’’ explains the 
Strawberry Hill Road resident, “‘I ha ve to 
wheel in the street, because there are no 
curb cuts or ramps. And, well, this can be 
dangerous, not only for me but anybody 
else in a wheelchair. 


‘As long as I’ve lived here, Andover has 
been a pretty difficult place for me to get 
around. If I park near a curb, my 
wheelchair usually ends up higher than my 
car seat, which means I’ve got to hoist 
myself up higher to get into it. And there 
really aren’t that many accessible parking 
spaces for handicapped persons in town, 
unless you’re able to get into a big, level 
lot like Shawsheen Plaza or find one near a 
driveway that you can easily roll over.” 


Thus, accessibility, or ‘‘freedom of 
movement’’ as Walker calls it, is often a 
foreign word to ‘‘wheelchair drivers” and 
people using crutches, canes and walkers, 
wearing braces and articicial limbs, or 
restricted by old age and other disabling 
condition such as heart trouble and 
arthritis. 

Yet, because of the efforts of Walker

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the physically-handicapped, accessibility 
could soon be something better than a 
“forgotten” term for Andover’s disabled 
and elderly population, estimated at near- 
ly 4,000. 

Organized by Dorice and Kenneth 
Wreghitt of 5 Mayflower Drive, parents of 
a nine-year-old son with cerebral palsy, 
‘‘Portals’’ has several aims, primary of 
which is the appropriation of $58,000 from 
a Post-War Rehabilitation Fund 
(established in 1943 to assist returning 
veterans) to remove architectural 
barriers ‘‘in municipal buildings and 
public ways in the Town.” 

The group, composed of handicapped 
and non-handicapped members and 
parents of disabled children, has been in- 
strumental in placing an article (#18) re- 
questing this appropriation in the current 
April Town Meeting warrant. Earlier this 
week, ‘‘Portals’’ also re-emphasized the 
need for ‘‘making Andover totally 
accessible’ at a meeting of the Board of 
Selectmen and Finance Committee. The 
group gave town officials specific 
recommendations for architectural im- 
provement in Shawsheen and the down- 
town area — curb cuts, ramps, reserved 
parking spaces for the handicapped, etc. 
— and preliminary data on construction 
and/or renovation costs. 


“We've very, hopeful that the town will 
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question,’’ states another ‘‘Portals’’ 
member, Don Strong of 100 High Plain 
Road. ‘‘Eliminating architectural 
barriers not only enables the elderly and 
disabled to do the things most of us take 
for granted, like going to a store, ball 
game, barber shop, theater or restaurant, 
but helps them get back into the 
‘mainstream’ and become productive, 
self-respecting and more independent 
members of society.”’ 


Although he admits that accessibility 3 


does not often come cheap, Strong, whose 
daughter has rheumathoid arthritis, says 
the aim of ‘Portals’ is not to ‘ramp 
every street corner in Andover or saturate 


every building with wider doors, lower 


phones and bigger rest rooms. 


‘We're certainly not asking for the 
moon. Nor are we a militant bunch. But 


we do have an aggressive, realistic. 


charter and we want to help the town focus 
on some very real problems facing a great 
number of people.

Full Time Guard 
Urged For Schools

The Andover Police Department has 
agreed to ask cruisers to spend more time 
checking out school parking lots, but the 
Safety Officer’s advice is the same as 
school teachers’ and administrators’: hire 
a full-time guard. 

The school committee last week again 
turned down a request from the Andover 
Education Association for parking lot 
guards, in an attempt to cutdown on van- 
dalism to teachers’ cars in the high school 
and West Jr. High lots. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert had re-inforced 
the request, but the committee opted to 
look to the Police Department instead. 

In his reply this week, Safety Officer 
Joseph Hastings said all cruiser personnel 
had been notified to check out parking lots 
when possible. 

However, he said, there are only four 
cruisers to cover 133 square miles of An- 
dover, and answer specific calls besides. 
Furthermore, he said a marked cruiser 
only warns would-be vandals to be more 
careful, 
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He also suggested that the lots be check- 
ed at mid-day, in an attempt to help pin- 
point the times when vandalism is most 
likely to generally occur. 

Last week Joseph Hagan, speaking for 
the AEA, documented cases where cars 
have been sprayed with paint, doors, 
fenders, roofs caved in, locks jimmied, 
motors tampered with, gas caps stolen, 
and the like. 

In one incident last fall, a car was stolen 
from the high school lot and three other 
cars damaged, and a teacher aide struck 
by the car was hospitalized with a broken 
pelvis. 

Hagan said the vandalism was also com- 


ing out of the parking lots and into the 


school yards, as teachers have been pelted 
with rocks and snowballs during lunch 
time duty.

30 Editorial Comment 


Andover As A Landowner 


Andover, as a corporate entity, must shortly decide to 
what extent it wishes to become a landowner. 

Voters at the annual town meeting in a couple of 
weeks, will be asked to approve funds for the purchase 
of the Turner Farm property on South Main street—the 
cost to range anywhere from $300,000 to $390,000. 

While the plot of land may well be desireable for all 
the right reasons, it will represent a costly acquisition 
for the taxpayers of the community. 

Too, if, as suggested, the farm is to be continued as an 
active agricultural enterprise, further examination of 
how best this can be accomplished would have to be 
determined. 

As a town enterprise, further costs would be added to 
the annual taxpayers expense. Municipally operated, it 
would require the services of municipal employees who, 
in addition to salary, would be subject to receipt of ac- 
companying fringe benefits. Maintenance of apple 
orchards is likewise an expensive proposition, with 
spraying and other considerations for proper care to 
produce a worthwhile harvest. 

Again, while the farm property could well be 
desireable for acquisition by the town for all the right 
reasons, it comes at a bad time. 

And, when it comes to land acquisition of large 
parcels, there probably never is the right time. 

Large parcels of developable land become available 
or ‘‘go on the market,’’ so to speak, at inopportune 
times, it seems, due to circumstances beyond control. 

A few years ago, we can recall selectmen at that time 
talking about the potential of the Turner Farm proper- 
ty, when it no longer was to be put to its agricultural 
‘use. 
At that time, it was suggested that probably some 
priorities should be established with regard to what 
land the town might like to acquire when, and if, it ever 
became available. ‘ 

Apparently, circumstances has placed this property 
at the top of the list. 

Under such circumstances, it would now seem 
justified in drawing up a list of potential large tracts of 
land which may be offered for sale in the next decade or 


SO. 

We can think of such areas as country club properties 
becoming available at some future date, a large estate 
in the Shawsheen area, farms in the West Andover area, 
some already no longer tilled. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark, in his brief time on 
the job, has indicated that he will be developing a 
growth management policy program for the town and 
has already begun activity in that direction. 

It is assumed that acquisition of large land tracts 
would essentially be a part of such a program. 

We would loosely define a growth management 
program as one which doesn’t proclaim closing up the 
town to anyone. Rather, it dictates that Andover 
remains a desireable address but not to the point of 
financially overburdening those who maintain 
residence here. 

Turner Farm and other potential large land parcels 
fall into the town’s growth problems, as will be outlined 
at town meeting, no doubt. 

There could be state and federal aid forthcoming, 
should the town approve the acquisition. 

Like the Doyle land off High Plain road, acquired a 
few years ago at a cost in excess of $300,000, the town’s 
ownership will prevent its development into house lots, 
thus encroaching on school population problems. 

The potential need for utility line extensions would be 
obviated. 

It would abet the town’s policy on maintaining open, 
green, conservation areas. 

Development of the property for recreational use 
could be accomplished. 

With the realization that time is of the essence as far 
as the Turner Farm property is concerned, we must 
also wonder whether the town can afford it and does it 
fit into our priorities. 


Conservationists, of course, will argue, we can’t af- 


ford NOT to purchase the property now. 

If, as the selectmen insist, there is some federal or 
state assistance forthcoming for the purchase of the 
Turner Farm property, probably the town can afford 
such an investment.

WASHINGTON - Soviet- 
American relations have 
reached the lowest point 
since the Cold War. In fact, 
the two superpowers may 
be drifting into another 
Cold War. 

This is the disturbing 
conclusion of top American 
strategists. They belong to 
a secret planning group 
which has been analyzing 
Soviet moves. The group 
reports to the National Se- 
curity Council. Its mem- 
bers are taken from the 
State Department, De- 
fense Department and 
Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy. 

The nation’s best brains 
and best intelligence are 
available to this planning 


group. Although the plan- : 


ning is done in the strictist 
secrecy, we can reveal 
what the group is con- 
cerned about. 

First, the Soviets are 
actively sabotaging the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace 
negotiations. The Soviet 
strategy, in the opinion of 
the planners, is to break up 


the negotiations and then — 


pick up the pieces. This 
would leave the Soviet Un- 
ion as the dominant power 
behind the Arab side. 
Second, the Kremlin is 
using the Cubans as mili- 
tary mercenaries to ex- 
pand Soviet influence in 
Africa. The Cuban troops 
take their orders from 
Moscow, not Havana. 
Already, Cuban troops 
and Soviet advisers are 
entrenched in Angola and 
Ethiopia. The Kremlin also 
has a tight grip on South 
Yemen. This gives the So- 
viet Union bases to cut off 
U.S. oil routes to the Per- 
sian Gulf and means that 
the Soviets could cut off 
our industrial lifeline. 
Third, the Soviets are

Detente in Frigid Climes: 
Another Cold War Looming? 


pulling ahead of us in mili- 
tary power. The Soviets 
now have superiority in 
rockets, chemical and bio- 
logical warfare, air de- 
fense and anti-ship mis- 
siles, artillery and rocket 
launchers, cold weather 
equipment and — perhaps 
the most important of all — 
mobile ballistic missiles. 

President Carter has al- 
ready reacted by declaring 
his intention to match So- 
viet capabilities. The Sovi- 
ets responded by accusing 
Carter of abandoning de- 
tente and stirring up ten- 
sions. 

Of course, the two sides 
are still negotiating over 
disarmament. The Soviets 
are demanding that the 
United States restrict the 
range of the cruise missile 
and ban the neutron bomb 
altogether. Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev has writ- 
ten a personal letter to 
each Allied leader, con- 
demning the neutron 
bomb. 

But the secret planning 
group has advised the 
president not to give up our 
remaining military advan- 
tages. So it doesn’t look as 
if Carter will sign a SALT 
agreement restricting 
these two weapons. 

And this could iead to a 
return of the cold war. 

Gas Hazard: We recently 
reported that liquid natu- 
ral gas is stored in densely 
populated centers. A leak, 
a fire or an explosion could 
create a holocaust. 

There is another twist to 
the story. Apparently, the 
natural gas industry can’t 
be held sufficiently liable 
in case of a major acci- 
dent. 

This is the conclusion of 
the General Accounting 
Office, whose findings will 
soon be released. The gov-

ernment auditors found 
that claimants would have 
a tough time collecting 
compensation. 

The liquid gas, for exam- 
ple, is imported and stored 
by subsidiaries of larger 
firms. This arrangement 
places ‘‘corporate veils’’ 
between the parent firms 
and the subsidiaries. The 
injured parties would 
likely find themselves 
suing a subsidiary which 
would have limited assets. 

The government audi- 
tors also found insurance 
policies inadequate. None 
of the 50 states require 
proof of liability insurance 
before issuing permits to 
companies to handle liquid 
natural gas. 

Inside the White House: 
President Carter has intro- 
duced a confusing array of 
new tax cuts and tax 
reforms. His proposals 
simplify the federal in- 
come tax regulations 
which have become incom- 
prehensible. The new pro- 
posals would merely add to 
the tax scramble. Never- 
theless, Treasury Secre- 
tary Michael Blumenthal 
has reported privately to 
the president that there’s a 
broad degree of support for 
his tax reforms. The White 
House hopes to drum up 
more support by trying to 
sell business and labor 
leaders on the tax changes. 


— The president’s eco- 
nomic advisers have 
warned him that he may 
face both higher prices and 
higher unemployment this 
summer. The economy is 
still floundering. His chief 
economic adviser, Charles 
Schultze, has told him that 
consumer confidence has 
recovered. But he said that 
the financial community 
still lacks confidence in the 
economic outlook. 


— A confidential White 
House document reports 
that ‘‘Catholics are urging 
the president to fulfill his 
campaign commitment to 
aid non-public schools.’’ 
But Joseph Califano, the 
secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, has 
warned the president to be 
cautious. If the Catholics 
get a tax credit for the 
tuition they pay to paro- 
chial schools, Califano 
advised, there’ll be pres- 
sure next for tax deduc- 
tions for Sunday schools. 

— President Carter has 
asked Congress to bail out 
New York City with $2 
billion in loan guarantees. 
But privately, he’s worried 
that federal money will be 
lost down New York City’s 
welfare drain. Califano as- 
sured the president confi- 
dentially that Mayor Ed- 
ward Koch is willing to 
battle the city’s ‘‘en- 
crusted bureaucracy.’”’ 
Califano predicted, there- 
fore, that welfare fraud 
will be reduced substan- 
tially. 

— Presidential advisers 
are urging him to use en- 
tertainment figures to sell 
his foreign policy to the 
American people. A confi- 
dential White House memo 
urges: ‘‘We will seek to 
involve public figures, in- 
cluding those from the en- 
tertainment industry, in 
building public support’’ 
for world health programs. 

Another memo called 
upon the president to use 
his mother, Miss Lillian, 
and actress Shirley Mac- 
Laine to dramatize the bat- 
tle against world hunger. 
The confidential memo 
adds slyly: ‘If done skill- 
fully, we can gain spillover 
effects for the larger for- 


eign aid issue.”’

ARTICLE IX. Temporary Sewer Moratorium 


WHEREAS, the sewerage collection and disposal works in the Town of Andover, in- 
cluding the connecting trunk sewer to the Greater Lawrence Sanitary District 
Sewage Treatment Plant, and the Riverina Road pumping station, are near or at 
capacity on numerous occasions each year; and 


WHEREAS, the result of this condition is the discharge or escape of unpurified or im- 
perfectly purified sewage and effluent into the Shawsheen River and other waters of 
the Commonwealth, and the creation of a nuisance, and 


WHEREAS, the discharge of such sewage and effluent may constitute a violation of 
M.G.L. c. 21 s/s26 et seq., 33 U.S.C. s/s1251, et seq., and may subject the Town of An- 
dover to the imposition of civil and criminal penalties; and 


WHEREAS, the Town of Andover has submitted an application for infiltration/inflow 
study for the purpose of relieving heavily overloaded interceptor and pumping 
facilities to the United States Environmental Protection Agency. This study re- 
quires the Town to review its sewerage system and alternatives to determine the 
most effective solution for sewage disposal for the entire town. The sewerage 
facilities plan will be completed in 1978. The Riverina Road pumping station and the 
sewage outfall to Lawrence will be upgraded in 1981; and 


WHEREAS, it is not necessary for the public convenience or the public health, except 
as provided in these Rules and Regulations, to allow the construction or extension of 
any common sewer or main or connection thereto during the moratorium period; and 


WHEREAS, subsurface sewage disposal systems may be used, provided that the re- 
quirements of Title V, the Regulations of the Andover Board of Health, and other 
laws, by-laws and regulations are met. 


NOW, THEREFORE, based on the foregoing findings, the Town of Andover hereby 
adopts and prescribes the following rules and regulations regarding the use of com- 
mon sewers, the connection of estates and buildings with sewers, the construction, 
alteration and use of connections entering into such sewers, and the construction of

2. No sewer extensions or connections will be permitted during the moratorium 
period in any area which lies outside the area designated for sewerage collection in 
the ‘‘Report on Comprehensive Plan or Sanitary Sewers’’ dated December 20, 1957. 


3. No sewer extensions or connections will be allowed during the moratorium 
period in the area which is designated for sewerage collection in the ‘‘Report on Com- 
prehensive Plan for Sanitary Sewers’’ dated December 20, 1957. 


4. The Board of Sewer Commissioners may grant an exception to these Rules and 
Regulations during the moratorium period for a request for a sewer connection in the 
area designated as a sewered area in said Comprehensive Plan, if the Board adjudges 
said connection to be necessary for the public convenience or the public health. Such 
decision will be made if the Board finds, on the basis of information presented to it: 


A. That the existing subsurface sewage disposal system has failed and no longer 
operates properly; and 


B. That there are no feasible methods of repairing, renovating or replacing the 
existing subsurface system; and 


C. That the applicant’s land abuts upon a public or private way in which a 
common sewer has been laid. 


5. The moratorium period during which these rules and regulations are in effect 
will expire on July 1, 1981, or sooner if so voted by the Town.

NOTICE OF PUBLIC HEARING 


The Board of Selectmen, acting as the Board of 
Sewer Commissioners of the Town, will hold a public 
hearing on Friday, April 14, 1978 at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Memorial Hall, Memorial Hall Library for the purpose 
of considering the following policies and guidelines es- 
tablishing a temporary sewer moratorium, pursuant 
to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 83, Sections 1 
et seq.: 

The Andover Board of Sewer Commissioners, acting 
pursuant to authority granted to it by Massachusetts 
General Laws C. 83 S1 et seq., finds that the sewerage 
collection and disposal works in the Town of Andover, 
including the connecting trunk sewer to the Greater 
Lawrence Sanitary District Sewage Treatment Plant, 
and the Riverina Road pumping station, are near or at 
capacity on numerous occasions each year. 

The Board finds that the result of this condition is 
the discharge or escape of unpurified or imperfectly 
purified sewage and effluent into the Shawsheen river 
and other waters of the Commonwealth, and the crea- 
tion of a nuisance. 

The Board finds that the discharge of such sewage 
and effluent may constitute a violation of M.G.L. c. 21 
S26 et seq., 33 U.S.C. $1251, et seq., and may subject 
the Town of Andover to the imposition of civil and 
criminal penalties. 

The Board finds that the Town of Andover has sub- 
mitted an application for infiltration/inflow study to 
the United States Environmental Protection Agency. 
This study requires the ‘Town to review its sewerage 
system and alternatives to determine the most effec- 
tive solution for sewage disposal for the entire town. 
The sewerage facilities plan will be completed in 1978. 
The Riverina Road pumping station and the sewage 


. outfall to Lawrence will be upgraded in 1981. 


The Board finds that it is not necessary for the 
public convenience or the public health, except as 
provided in these policies and guidelines, to allow the 
construction or extension of any common sewer or 
main or connection thereto during the moratorium 
period.. 

The Board finds that subsurface sewage disposal 
systems may be used, provided that the requirements 
of Title V, the Regulations of the Andover Board of 
Health, and other laws, by-laws and regulations are 
met. 

Based on the foregoing findings, the Andover Board 
of Sewer Commissioners hereby adopts and prescribes 
the following policies and guidelines regarding the use 
of common sewers, the connection of estates and 
buildings with sewers, the construction, alteration and 
use of connections entering into such sewers, and the 
construction of common sewers and main drains. 

1. These policies and guidelines shall apply to re- 
quests for sewer extensions and connections in areas 
which drain through the Riverina Road pumping sta- 
tion and the connecting trunk sewer to the Greater 
Lawrence Sanitary District Sewage Treatment Plant. 

2. No sewer extensions or connections will be per- 
mitted during the moratorium period in any area 
which lies outside the area designated for sewerage 
collection in the ‘‘Report on Comprehensive Plan for 
Sanitary Sewers’’ dated December 20, 1957. 

3. No sewer extensions or connections will be allow- 
ed during the moratorium period in the area which is 
designated for sewerage collection in the ‘‘Report on 
Comprehensive Plan for Sanitary Sewers’’ dated 
December 20, 1957. 

4. The Board may grant an exception to these 
policies and guidelines during the moratorium period 
for a request for a ‘sewer connection in the area 
designated as a sewered area in said Comprehensive 
Plan, if the Board adjudges said connection to be 
necessary for the public convenience or the public 
health. Such decision will be made if the Board finds, 
on the basis of information presented to it: 

a. that the existing subsurface sewage dis- 
posal system has failed and no longer operates 
properly; and 

b. that there are no feasible methods of repair- 
ing, renovating or replacing the existing subsur- 
face system; and 

c. that the applicant’s land abuts upon a public 
or private way in which a common sewer has 
been laid.

McQuade did point out, however, that no 
plans presented to the town to date show 
any access from potential Smithshire 
development coming out on Castle Heights 
areas. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said 
that it would cost ‘‘less than $20,000,”’ to 
bring the roadways up to standard. The 
standard to be used would be that in effect 
at the time of development and probably 
not as stringent as today’s standards, in 
order to be fair, the manager indicated. 

When selectmen asked the residents if 
they would be willing to contribute toward 
improvements, some responded with the 
comment to reduce their taxes and they 
would be willing to subsidize the road 
work. 

Clark said that improvements would 
necessarily improve the property and its 
value. 

The manager also cautioned that in es- 
tablishing a policy in the subsequent 
acceptance of the streets, the board should 
consider how many other private ways fall 
into the same category. 

‘‘What we do for one group of citizens, 
we should be prepared to do for all 
others,’’ Clark advised. 

He was asked to come up with some 
definite figures witn regard to im- 
provements necessary to get the streets in 
condition for acceptance, which will be 
forwarded to the residents. 

Meanwhile, the town meeting will be 
asked to take the streets by eminent do- 
main to clear title, and articles dealing 
acceptance of the streets, will be 
withdrawn. 

As for other streets, the board approved 
acceptance of Sevilla, Granda and 


Lamancha Ways, Ti Tiffany and Tilton 
Lanes, provided necessary finishing work 
is completed prior to town wn meeting. 

In another matter dealing with streets, 
selectmen decided to withdraw an article 
calling for the discontinuance of some sec- 
tions of Sunset Rock Road, Tucker Lane 
and Rocky Hill Road. 

DPW Director McQuade advised the 
board that withdrawing the article was 
necessary in order to clear up some legal 
ramifications encumbent upon street dis- 
continuance action.

municipal farm, operated by the town, 
with revenues produced offsetting the 
cost. 

Other potential includes a shade tree 
farm, garden plots to be used by residents, 
development of trails for hiking, 
recreational use as playfields, and some 
educational use. 

ConCom representatives feel that some 
funding for the acquisition of the land can 
be obtained from either state of federal 
sources. 

Conservation Aide Virginia Hammon 
said that application has been made to the 
state under the self-help program and 
hopes are that 50 per cent reimbursement 
will be forthcoming. 

There is information being gathered to 
show the use of the property as a 
municipal farm, either through leasing to 
an individual, or working it by municipal 
employees. 

Equipment purchase would be 
necessary, and some repairs needed to the 
barn and house on the property. 

Proponeents point out that although 
profit-making is not the main incentive in 
acquiring the property, there is assurance 
that the farm can carry on its operating 
expenses and over a period of time be put 
in full operation. 

Mrs. Dana Duxbury presented to 
selectmen a map outlining development of 
the surrounding area which now includes 
105 homes. 

Acquisition of the farm property by a 
developer would result in additional home 
building and need for additional municipal 
services, she pointed out. 

In the conclusion of their report Monday 
night, proponents noted, ‘‘the town of 
Andover has been foresighted in placing 
the acquisition of a farm in its recreation 
and open space study and in the five-year 
capital budget. The fact is, however, in 
five years the availability of such a farm 
is highly questionable and is available, the 
allocated amount will not be adequate.”
